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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 15-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 15 fails to fulfill the preamble by correlating the change in color to the life 
span of the product. Clarification could be achieved by adding -and indicating the 
lifespan of the product — after "substrate" in the last line of the claim. 

Claim 23 fails to fulfill its preamble that requires colorimetric indication. 
Clarification could be achieved by claiming a color indicator in the body of the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2,8,10,12-16 and 18 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Munagavalasa et al. 
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Munagavalasa et al. teach a film material having a substrate, a volatile air 
treating component and a volatile dye. Paragraph[0048] teaches an insecticide can be 
applied and paragraph [0050] teaches the use of a volatile dye. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v, John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue, 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 3-7,9,1 1,17 and 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Munagavalasa et al. in view of Munagavalasa (USP 6,534,079) and 
the admitted prior art on page 4 of the specification. 

See Munagavalasa et al. supra. 

Munagavalasa et al. is silent to the claimed insecticides, such as pyrethroid, 
transfluthrin, vapothrin, permethrin, prallethrin, tefluthrin or esbiothrin; the claimed 
volatile component, such as N,N-diethyl-m-toluamide, isoparaffinic hydrocarbone 
solvents, heptane, methanol, etc.; and the dye is guaiazulene. 

Munagavalasa teaches an insect control article comprising an inert substrate that 
is coated with an insecticide that passively evaporates. Munagavalasa teaches all of 
the claimed insecticides are known in the art for application as passively evaporated 
insecticides. Further, Munagavalasa teaches the claimed solvents for solvating the 
claimed insecticides. Passive evaporation of the insecticide is advantageous because it 
does not require the constant human labor of continuously applying the insecticide. 

Page 4 of this specification teaches guaiazulene is a well known non-toxic dye 
that is readily available from commercial sources. 

The court decided In re Boesch (205 USPQ 215) that optimization of a result 
effective variable is ordinarily within the skill of the art. A result effective variable is one 
that has predictable and well known result. Use of well known, commercially available 
materials is a result effective variable if the materials are employed to achieve their well 
known and expected results. 
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It would have been within the skill of the art to modify Munagavalasa et al. in view 
of Munagavalasa and use well known insecticides and solvents; such as such as 
pyrethroid, transfluthrin, vapothrin, permethrin, prallethrin, tefluthrin .esbiothrin and 
N,N-diethyl-m-toluamide, isoparaffinic hydrocarbone solvents, heptane, methanol, etc.; 
for passive dispersion of the insecticides as optimization of a result effective variable 
and to gain the above advantages. Further, it would have been within the skill of the art 
to further modify Munagavalasa et al. and use a well known, non-toxic, commercially 
available dye, such as guaiazulene, as optimization of a result effective variable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19-22 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
